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Continuation of 1 1 : With respect to applicant's argument's regarding the Roy, III reference is not "transmitting signals from" one of the 
receiver blocks 102, 104, or 106 associated with an SDMA processor in Fig. 7 "via at least two intermediate stations" to another of the 
receiver blocks 102, 104, and 106 the examiner points the applicant to Fig.9 of Roy which discloses the transmitters 152, 154, and 156 
which are shown transmitting signals from the blocks. Looking at the overall system as disclosed in Fig.4, Roy III distinguishes the 
transmitter block 70 and the receiver block 42, however reading closely to Col. 14 line (48-54) Roy discloses that the transmitting and 
receiver are similar in structure. 

And with respect to applicant's arguments regarding the Roy III, reference unable to show "transmitting signals form a first radio 
station via at least two intermediate stations to a second radio station." The examiner directs the applicant to Fig.6 and (Col. 12 line 65- 
Col.13 line 24) wherein the Roy III reference discloses wireless units 20, 22, 24 transmitting in the same channel are received by an array 
of sensors and receivers 42, these signals are than spatially demultiplexed by a demulitplexer 46. The information signal is than to be 
transmitted by an array of transmitters back to wireless units 20, 22, 24 usint a multi-channel transmitter 70. 
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
